to bad weather, plant breakdown, etc, When 


hours of work are recorded, fractions of a hour 
are disregarded and this results in slightly 
lower figures than would be the case If actual 
time worked was recorded. Persons stood down 
for the whole of the survey week without pay 
because of bad weather or plant breakdown at 
their place of employment are regarded as 
employed and therefore are included (working no 
hours) in the calculation of average hours 
worked. Persons stocd down in the survey weak 
for reasons other than bad weather and pliant

breakdown and waiting to be called back to their 
job are regarded as unemployed and are therefore 
excluded fram the calculation. 

Persons not in the labour force are those who, 
during the survey week, were not in the 
categories "employed" or "unemployed", 

Average (mean) duration of unemployment is the 
duration obtained by dividing the aggregate 
number of weeks a group has been unemployed by 
the number of persons in that group. 

Median duration of unemployment fs the duration 
which divides unemployed persons into two equal 
groups, one comprising persons whose duration of 
unemployment is above the median and the other 
persons whose duration is below it.

Rellability of estimates 

We Since the estimates in this publication 
are based on Information obtained from occupants 
of a sample of dwell ings they, and the movements 
derived from them, are subject to sampling 
variability; that fs, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the survey. One 
measure of the likely difference is given by the 
stendard error, which indicates the extent to 
which an estimate might have varled by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was included 
in the survey. There are about two chances In 
three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that 
would have been obtained if all dwellings had 
been included in the survey, and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the difference wit! be 
tess than two standard errors, Standard errors 
of survey estimates and month-to-month movements 
are shown at the foot of page 20.
